Dear Council Members, 


The Fort Wayne Fire Department is purchasing one 95' aerial 
platform from the Emergency One Corporation in an amount not to 
exceed $564,368. Emergency One was the lowest most responsive 
bidder of 1 bidder to bid for this given ladder truck. 


The 95' aerial platform will be replacing a 1969 Ward LaFrance 
10! aerial platform. This truck was retired in early 1996 due to 
age and Mechanical difficulties. I have been informed by Sur 
shop mechanics it is no longer economical to repair this truck 
for service. 


The Fire Department is looking to take receipt of a stock ladder 
truck, if one available, upon approval of the purchase. Ifa 
stock vehicle is not available, then a standard stock truck will 
be manufactured for the Fort Wayne Fire Department. It is 
estimated that the manufacturing will take approximately 180 days 
from date of contract. 


A city the size of Fort Wayne should have 5 ladder trucks in 
service. We have been operating with 3 ladder trucks for many 
years. Due to the recent retirement of two early 1970 vintage 
ladder trucks, we are responding with two ladder trucks, one 
north and one om the west side of town. This results in 
increased response times and increased wear and tear on existing 
ladders due to the long distance and the number of responses they 
must make. We currently have no reserve ladder trucks available. 
In the event one gi the two available trucks are out of service 
we will be down to one ladder truck servicing the City of Fort 
Wayne. I am therefore requesting approval for the purchase of 
the 95' aerial platform by Council Members.

The Fort Wayne Fire Department is requesting the purchase of two 
Punpers at an individual cost of $175,982. for a total cost of 
$351,764. Funding for one of the pumps will come from unspent 
funds from the Station 13 construction money. The pump will be 
assigned Station 13 replacing a 1985 pumper. The 1985 pump will 
be moved from active duty to reserve status. 


Funding fer the second pump will come from 1996 equipment lease 
approved earlier by Council. The second pump replaces a 1985 
pump currently assigned to Station 7. The 1985 pump will be 
moved from active duty to reserve status. One 1975 Mack which is 
currently in reserve status will be retired and removed from 
service pending disposal. 


Implications if the two trucks are not purchased is that the 1985 
trucks will be continued to be used as front line active pumps.

IF NOT LOWEST, WHO WAS AND WHY WERE THEY NOT AWARDED: 
EFFECT OF PASSAGE: 


Under R.F.P. #7321 the Fire Department is purchasing a 95' aerial 
platform truck: and related equipment. If a stock ladder is 
available it will be purchased, if not, a ladder will be ordered 
and built. 


Under I.T.B. #7323 the Fire Department is purchasing two (2) pumps 
and related equipment. One (1) pump and equipment will be funded 
from unspent. funds from Station. 13 construction. This pump will 
also be assigned to Station 13 replacing 1985 pumper. Funding for 
the 2nd pump will be from the 1996 equipment lease approved earlier 
by Council. The 2nd.pump replaces 1985 pump at Station 7. 











IF REPLACEMENT, WHAT NECESSITATES: 


Under R.F.P. #7321 the 95' ladder truck will replace a 1969 Ward La 
France retired in early 1996 due to age. TE is no longer 
economical or worth repairing this truck for service. 


Under I.T.B. #7323 the 1985 pumps will be moved from active duty to 
reserve status. One (1) 1975 Mack has been retired and removed 
from service pending disposal. 


EFECT OF NON-PASSAGE: 


R.F.P. #7321 - A City the size of Fort Wayne is recommended to have 
five (5) ladder trucks in service. We have been operating with 
three (3) trucks for several years. Increased response times and 
additional wear on existing ladders can be expected if a new one is 
not purchased. 


TT. #72323 = The T985 pumps will continue to be used as front 
line active pumps.
